Courtroom, Cincinnati, Nov. 29— 
Mrs. Imogen e Remus today w as de­ 
pleted as a faithless wife who as­ 
sured a caretaker in her husband’s 
employ that she had arranged 
to 
deport George Remus, son of a Ger­ 
man immigrant, as soon as lie finish­ 
ed serving a sentence for infractions 
of the dry laws. 
W illiam Mueller was the witness 
called by Remus 
in 
d e f e n d in g 
a 
charge of tirst degree murder. The 
form er multimillionaire shot and k il­ 
led his wife 011 Oct. (5 as she was 011 
her way to testify against him in di- 


voree court. 
, 
Mueller said Mrs. Remus came to 
him in that 
“ dream 
palace'’ 
011 
Price H ill and told him: 
“ Mr. Remus is not coming back. 
W e’re going to hive him deported. 
It ’s all arranged. 
He’s going hack 
as lie came, with his little bundle.” 
Ea rlie r Mueller had told of seeing 
Franklin L. Dodge, Jr., former pro­ 
hibition agent at the Remus home 
three times. Once he hid behind one 
of Remus’ motor ears to avoid be­ 
ing sci*»i by the caretaker. Another 
time he pulled down a window shade 
to obstruct Mueller’s 
vision. 
The 


third time he drove aw ay with Mrs. 
Remus. 
And meanwhile the mansion had 
been striped 
of its 
Inxunrious fit­ 
tings, only a gas range and a table 
remaining. 
Before such evidence could be in­ 
troduced a lengthy 
legal 
agrument 
was held between Charles 
P. 
Taft 
II, and Charles H. Elston, co-coun­ 
sel fo r defense. 
Taft maintained the evidence was 
not pertinent unless it were shown 
it 
had been communicated to 
R e­ 
mus, whose defense is that of tem­ 
porary insanity. The 
court 
pre­ 
viously had given him permission to 
show what might have impaired his 
mind. 
The prosecutor added 
that 
the 


only question that could be asked 
was “ what did vou tell Remus.” 
Elston argued he 
would 
prove 
that all the facts had 'been told R e ­ 
mus but he could not in every in­ 
stance produk*e the man who com­ 
municated them. Upon Elston’s as­ 
surance that Remus knew of Muel­ 
ler’ s testimony before the killing the 
caretaker’s evidence was admitted. 
The next witness was Benton S. 
Oppenheimer. former county judge 
who represented Remus for a time 
in the divorce action 
brought 
by 
Mrs. Remus. 
Remus, 
when introduced to Op­ 
penheimer, the witness said, was of 
the opinion that the divorce would 
not he of long duration and that his 
wife was still loyal and had been 
disadvised.

found

The gasoline price war, which has

last hit Rushville. Two local stations 
were known today to be selling gas­ 
oline at 15:3 cents a gallon, a 
drop 
of four cents over the price that has 
prevailed here for several motnhs. 
There m ay be others which 
have 
dropped. 
John Kneeht cut the price S atu r­ 
day and this morning his supply of 
gasoline was exhausted. It was said 
at his place of 
busiess, 
however, 
that lie would have more 
at 
the 
same price this afternoon. 
Howell Brothers 
reduced 
their 
gasoline prices this morning, 
ta k ­ 
ing the loss themselves. A member of 
the firm asserted that 
they 
were 
pumping “ g a s " at a loss of on cent 
a gallon, but that the felt the people 
of Rushville and vicinity should have 
gasoline at the same price that 
it 
was being sold in adjoining 
cities.' 
and towns. High test gas also went 
off four cents 011 tin* gallon, 
being 
quoted at 18.3 cents a gallon. 
Rushville people have been filling 
their tanks in other places, due to 
the saving of four cents a 
gallon,

“ Control your

er and you will win,” he said. “ You 
cannot tell me that there are more 
men in this country who do not be­ 
lieve in law enforcement than there 
are that do.” 


Senator Borah was bitter in his 
denunciation of “ nullification of the 
«prohibition la w s ” through refusal of 
politicians to enforce 
existing 
le­ 
gislation. 


“ You can’t 
amend the Volstead 
act so a«* to satisfy the people who 
want to break the amendment,” the 
senator said. “ They will not be sat­ 
isfied with the added aroma. That 
would not satisfy President Butler 
and Senator W adsworth, for whom 
T have the profoundest respect.” 
He said President1 Lincoln did not 
approve of the fugitive 
slave 
law. 
but enforced it because he believed 
this government could not 
endure 
without law enforcement.

William Mueller was the witness 


called by Beinus in defending a 
charge of first degree murder. The 
former multimillionaire shot and kil- 
led his wife on Oct. <3 as she was on 
her way to testify against him in di- 
vorce court.

Mueller said Mrs. Reiuus came to 


him in that "dream palace" 
on 


Price Hill and told him: 


"Mr. Remus is not coming: back. 


We're going1 to hive him deported. 
It's all arranged. He's going back 
as he came, with his little bundle." 


Earlier Mueller had told of seeing 


Franklin L. Dodge, Jr., former •pro- 
hibition agent at the Remus home 
three times. Once he hid behind one 
of Remus' motor cars to avoid be- 
ing sei«i il>y the icaretaker. Another 
time he pulled Awn a window shade 
to obstruct Mueller's vision. The 
third time he drove away with Mrs. 
Remus. 


And meanwhile the mansion had 


been striped of its Inxuimous fit- 
tings, only a gas range and a table 
remaining. 


Before such evidence could be inr 


troduced a lengthy legal agrument 
was held between Charles P. Taft 
H, and Charles H. Elston, co-coun- 
sel for defense.
